PREFACE to the READER. 


HE RE ii ſcarce any Story ſo little known, for one fo very po- 
pular, as that of ROBIN Hoop and LITTLE JoHN. Num- 
bers there are who look upon all that is ſaid of them as fabulous, and 
believe them (like the Heroes and Gods of omer and Ovid) to 
have exifled no where but in the fertile Brain of an inventing Poet. 
Nor is this the Opinion of an unthinking People : I have often 
heard it aſſerted by Men of good Senſe ; but that they are groſly 
miſtaken is very certain: For King Richard the Firft, tranſported 
with Zeal, blindly ſacrificed every Thing to it, aud ruined himſelf 
and almoſt his whole Nation, to carry en d Mar againſt the In- 
fidels in the Hely Land, where he went in per ſan. The inteſtine 
Troubles of England were very great at that Time; and even 
John, the King's Brother, cabballed to dethrone him, and tate 
Poſſeſſion of his Kingdom, This was an opportunity which the 
Outlaws and Banditti ould by no means neglect, and England 
was every where infeſted with Thieves and Robbers, But amongſt 
thoſe, none made ſo conſiderable à Figure as Robin Hood; who, 
4 Hiſtorians afſure us, chiefly reſided in Yorkſhire ; bat whe, 
if we may give any Credit to moſt of our Old Songs, was very con- 
verſant in the County of Nottingham, Beſides Little John, 54 
had an Hundred Bowmen in his Retinue, but none but thi Rich 
ſload in Aw: of him : So far from ſpoiling the Poor, he did them 
all the Good that lay in his Power. Of the Rich, he ſeldom abuſed 
thoſe he rabled; and never offered to flop or rifle any Woman. It 
is net very poſitively uss] who he was ; but the general Qpinion 
of A 2 «OWE, 
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of the Hiſtorians is, that he was a Nobleman ; by Birth noble, and 
created an Earl for ſome conſiderable Service done to his Country in 
Tar. But having riotcuſſy ſpent his Eſtate, he took that Way of. 
Living, rather chuſing to venture his Life or every Thing he got 
than to live in a dependent State, and be beholden to any Body for his 
Bread. Hubert, Archbiſhop of Canterbury, and Chief Fufticiary 
of England, endeavouring all he could to ſuppreſs thoſe Robbers and 
Outlaws, ſet a very conſiderable Price upin the Head of Robin 
Hood, and ſeveral Stratagems were afed to apprehend him; but 
all their Attem x . proved fruitleſs. Force he repelled by Fires, and 
Art by Cunning ; till at length falling ill, he went (in order to be 
the better taken care of) to Birkleys, a Nunnery in Yorkſhire, 
where hegeſired to be let Blood; but the Reward ſet upon his Head, 
being very conſiderable, it proved a great Temptation to ſome whe 
knew him, by whom he was betrayed ; and inſtead of bleeding as he 
deſired, he was blooded to Death, about the latter End of 1395.— 
As to the following Song, with whih we ſhall begin this Collection, 
I think I need not ſay any Thing in Commendation of it, being the 
moſt beautiful, and one of the oldeſi extent on that Subject. One 
Thing we muſt obſerve in reading it, and that is, between ſome 
of the Stanza's we muſt ſuppoſe a conſiderable Time to paſs. Clo-, 
rinda might be a very forward Girk if between Robin Hood's 
Queſtion and her Anſwer we did not ſuppoſe two or three Hours 
to have been ſpent in Courtſhip. And between Robin Hood's being 
entertained at Gamgwell Hall, and his having Ninety-three Bow- 
men in Sherwood, we muſt allow ſome Years. I know not hoo 
our Criticks will reliſh this; but I would have them remember, 
that the Poets of Old ſcorned to curb the Paetick Fire to give Way to 
dull Rule. They had no tedious Comment upon Ariſtotle to conſult; 
uo Boſſu's nor Dennis's to guide them; or, at leaſt, they had too 
much Spirit to be guided by them. Their Works were the firſt 
Flight of a lively Imagination; and Poets were looked upon, like 
ether Engliſhmen, barn to hs and v'rite with Freedom.
